Thereafter, he 
specifically mentions the people of 
knowledge and says that they have 
very high status And when Allah 
Ta'ala says that a particular person 
is of a high rank, how great that 
person must be! 

I n another verse of the Q uraan 
Allah says "Say, [0 Muhammad!], 
are those who know equal to those 
who know not?". 
H ere the question is used for 
negation. That is those who have 
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attained knowledge are much 
hiojier than those who have not. 
Therefore, much knowledge of the 
religion of Islam ,as would purify 
and strengthen a person's I man, is 
obligatory for every believer. W hen 
a servant of Allah has entirely 
submitted himself to Allah, and has 
promised to observe his 
commandments, then it is 
indispensiblefor him to know all 
his commandments and the method 
of worship. 

So he should have proper 
knowledge of how to perform the 
prayers, Jihad, fasting, zakaat, hajj, 
mutual dealings in everyday life and 
basically, the Islamic way of living. 
Every muslim should know these 
basic things about Islam, the 
ignorance of which he is likely to 
commit sins, and when he has 
knowledge of these things, he must 
observe them in a practical form,for 
it is mentioned in a hadih, "Verily, 
the worst punishment of Allah will 
be inflicted on those on the day of 
Judgment, who have been scholars 
of Islam, but did not practice it 
themselves". 

It is related in a hadith that 
Rasulallah [sallallahu alaihi 
wasallam] has said, "Whoever left 
his home for the sake of knowledge, 
he will be honoured asone, who 
has entirely devoted himself to 



Allah." 

It is mentioned in another hadith 
that when a person dies, his deeds 
are cut off, except the reward of 
three deeds: [1] sadaqaal-jariyah 
[continuous charityl-example 
endowing a property, building, well, 
musjid etc in the name of Allah. [2] 
K nowledge which benefits the 
people example teaching, writing 
books,etc.[3] A pious child that 
makes dua for the deceased, 
[muslim]. It is related in a sahih 
hadith that Rasulallah [sallallahu 
alaihi wasallam] said: "Whoever 
conveys forty ahadeeth to my 
ummah , I will make a special 
intercession for him on the day of 
judgement [jaami-assagheer]. It is 
also mentioned in another hadith: 
"Wayl is for the person who has no 
knowledge". [Wayl- the name of a 
pit in hell as has been mentioned in 
another hadith]. In other words the 
abode of a jaahil (ignorant person) 
is hell because very seldom does a 
jaahil die with I man. 

It is reported in a hadith that if an 
aalim (knowledgeable person) is 
asked a question, and he conceals it 
without a valid reason, then he will 
be made to wear a necklace of fire 
on the day of resurrection [M ishkat]
